Tradeamea and Cltiiena Protest Against Re- 
cent AddlttoUs to Tbeir Bardens. 

EoME, Oct. 11.— A large proceesion of 
tradesmen headed by the pro-Byndic of 
Rome and the preeiJent of the chamber 
of commerce, marched to the office of the 
miniater of the interior tills afternoon to 
proteet against and confer with the gov- 
ernment regarding the increased tax- 
ation. Premier Kudini, who is also 
minister of the interior, ireceived a com- 
mittee representing tlie tradesmen, and 
promised that all possible would bo done 
to promote friendly relations and greater 
equity between the tax colleutora and 
taxpayere. lu the meanwhile the large 
crowd of people had collected; angry 
ehoutB were heard, and some of those 
present tore up paving stones and other- 
wise asBiimed a very threateninc atti- 
tude. This caused the police to make an 
attempt to diepereo the violent portion 
of the crowd, aud in the conflict which 
followed six policemen were injured and 
one rioter was killed. The mob repeated 
revolutionary cries. While the fighting 
was in progresB, revolvers were freely 
used. M&ny pqraons in the crowd were 
injured, and twenty of the leaders of the 
disturbance were arrested.

BiJiiLiN, Oct. 11,— As to the new taxes 
for increasing the strength of the fleet, 
in spite of denials the German Gazette 

point's out as significant that the whole 
of the Conservative nowspapera are 
dwelling upon tin; ncceseity of sudi 
taxes. The Post afllrins that beer will 
bo taxed liigher and that ttie import 
duty on cereals will be raised to fifty 
marks per ton, which would yield the 
government an extra revenue of at least 
,00,OUO,O00 marks, 



Within the past forty-eight hours Vic- 
toria has received ample additional 
testimony, visible and material, of the 
richness of the auriferous streams of tlie 
North. The steamers City of Seattle, 
Rosalie and City of Topeka have re- 
turned, and not one, bub all, bave had 
among their passengers faome-boaud 
miners whose fortunes have been made 
either on the upper waters of the Yuicon, 
in the partially forgotten bench dig- 
gings of Cook's Inlet, or in old Cassiar. 

Over a million dollars in Klondyke 
dust and drafts is what the Seattle 
brought, if passengers who reached Vic- 
toria on her last Sunday may be counted 
as credible witneeees. Certain it is that 
she bad a very large sum, and that the 
reports of ttie sacce^afalKlondykera who 
were included among her paBBeoEera will 
go very far towards starting another and 
yet larger stream of pilgrims northward 
in the early spring. 

How this million dollnrs is distributed 
among the returned miners can only be 
roughly approximated, for none of the 
fortunate ones have much to say, and 
when they do talk it is of the diflicultieB 
and the dangers of mining in the far 
north and the prospects of famine at 
Dawson, rather than of the treasure that 
has rewarded their endurance of Arctic 
privations. 

In fact BO silent had this little com- 
pany of men and women been ou the 
voyage down from DyeA that many of 
their compauipn passengers did not 
know until Victoria was reached that 
tbey bad been travelliDs on a treasure 
ship whose name is perhaps destined to 
become as famous as that of the Faral- 
lon in connection with the Klondyke 
boom. 

The Rosalie, which did not touch 
here, but called for coal at Nanaimo in 
the early morning hours, had as one of 
her puaeengers Pat Galvin, one of the 
Klondyke kings, with a neat little for- 
tune stowed away, and a nngget that 
was the admiration of nil beholders and 
tipped the scales at .toSS. The treasure 
on the Rosalie aggregated in value about 
.•f 175, 000, and the Topeka yesterday 
brought a quarter tl a million more— the 
latter being chiefly tbe property of 
twenty or morii uih eis retuiaing from 
Cook's inlet for the winter.

TUE.\SOilES OF THE KLOKDYKfi. 

Popular Saperstltlon Contradicted by Tliir- 
teen Keturning Miners From 
the North. 

More than a million dollars in gold 
dust and drafts was brought here on 
Sunday afternoon by thirteen miners 
from the Upper Yukon, who hud crossed 
to J^yua by the Dalion trail — two of 
tlieni accompanied by tlieir wives — and 
taken piiseuge by the City of Seattle 
from tiiere, glad to escape tlie i)ob- 
aible jiincli of famine in opulent 
Dawaon City. For con venieiioo sake 
the majority brought their wealth 
in the prosaic form of orders 
upon the Alaska Commercial Company's 
officers in San Francisco, Wilson INliz- 
ner, owner of the discovery claim on 
famous Eldorado, as well as of claim 
1^0 ou Bonanza creek, being a notable 
exception. He had with him fifty avoir- 
du])ois pounds of yellow gold to 'keep a 
a watchful eye upon, worth upwards of 
foarteen thousand dollars ut n moderate 
uBtiniate, :uid this is but a very small 
portion of Ilia winnings from the frozen 
north. 

" To tell the truth," he said while the 
Seattle remained at the duck here, " the 
country up there ia full of gold, and now 
that the prospectors are pouring in, you 
may expect to hear of new creeks dis- 
covered every day or so that will rival 
Bonanza or Eldorado." 

Mr. Jtfizner is a brother of the resident 
Journal-Examiner correspondent in the 
upper Yukon, who with him ia interested 
in tbe Eldorado and Bonanza creeks, as 
well as on the Hunker and in French 
Rulch, the latter being the latest dis- 
covered mining territory and a very 
promising ground. The old claim on 
the Eldorado is being worked faithfully 
by tbe Miznera, and in return ia yield- 
ing them from ono to four hundred 
ounces a day— enabling them to put 
away each weiik what many would re- 
gard as a moderate fortune. 

The French Gulch discoveries are 
credited to Dan Sander, who is now 
workin g the d iscovory clai in at the mouth 
of the gulch, and taking out when Miz- 
ner left as hiiih as $120 to the pan, with 
$75 as the average. Twenty-nine other 
claims on the golch were spoken of as 
equally rich.

QUEER OFFICIAL (^UESTIOXS 

Which Harrow the Feelings of Some Sensi- 
tive Ocean Travellers. 

VANcouvicit, Oi;t. 11. — (Special)— The 
duties of a purser of a traiiB-Pacitic 
steamer are not all so pleasaat to per- 
form as their usually smiliug counten- 
ances would indicate, and one of the 
least congenial is the list of questions 
they are oblieed to ask saloon pnssenperB 
destined for United States ])ort8. For 
instance, it is often tlie duty of a purser 
on a Canadian-Australian steamer to 
ask a well-educated, relined, nwdeet- 
mannered, and witlial, charming lady, 
"Have you ever been in a liuiutic 
asylum, madnm? " " Were you ever in 
jail? " " How much money Iiave you?" 
Of course the explanation quickly fol- 
lows or precedes the querief?, that it is 
the people of the United States who are 
asking the question, as the steamship 
company would not hurt the feulinys of 
a lady so sbockiagly and unnecessarily. 

These queations are asked by the im- 
migratioa bureau of the United States, 
and were intended aa a preventive of 
pauper immigration, and not to worry 
respectable saloon passengers of iiuuible 
means.

The food problem was Btill engaging 
most aerion.s altentiou, and although 
through l ucent receipts of live Stock and 
the dei)artiire of a ccnaiderable portion 
of the resident population the proB;)ect 
of Btarvaliun ia It'HB iininineut, the citi- 
zens' committee still feel it necessary to 
husband the food resourcea of the place 
and see that nothuig is wasted. Protia- 
bly one hundred and fifty miners in all 
are now on their Viiiv out via the iJalton 
trail, and as each la bringing all the 
gold he can transport, the prospect of 
interesting ntwa by each Northern 
Bteauier arriving during several mouths 
to come is moat encouraging. 

The Jlaloiiey jiarty, also returning by 
the Seattle, and leas than thirty days 
from Dawson, have among their eevep 
members upwards of sixty thousand dol- 
lars in duat and almost ten times this 
amount in credits, while the majority of 
them are eouuting upon making their 
" big clean up " in the spring. 

C. A. Brown, a former Chicago con- 
tractor, returning in the company of tlm 
veteran investor from the Windy City , Dr. 
Kae, has ten thousand or so in duat " for 
current expenses," and a draft for ^^50,- 

000 on the Commercial Company's Jt^an 
Francisco house. He hiiRbcf^n in tlie north 
laml for four years past, arul has accu- 
nnilateil the greater part of his wealth 
on liircli creek, wiiero he is still workini; 
several good claims, with other profit 
makers recorded in his nnnio on the 
bonanza and Jlihlorado. He will only 
winter in civilization, his i)lan being to 
return with Mrs. Brown in the spring 
and then remain there just long enough 
to amass a fortune sufficient to satisly 
hi'm. 

James Olark, his travelling companion, 
reports that " short rations " is already 
the order at Dawson Oity, the stores of 
the two compaulea having again closed 
their doors, and every man's private 
supplies having been taken possesaion of 
by the general protection committee for 
the common good. The less self-reliant 
members of the community are already 
to king alarm in coneeiiueuce of the com- 
panie? having declined further sales of 
provisions, anil all who can are now 
making their way back to civilization, 
upwards of two hundred men, with a few 
women, being said to have started for 
the coast over the Dalton trail with all 
the gold that it is possible for them to i 
carry through, That they will experi- 
ence great dilliculty in making the trip 
goes without saying. It- is, however, 
equally certain that the majority will get 
through wi^h interesting tales "f adven- 
ture to relate, 

Of course the condition of affairs at 
Dawson ia greatly improved by this 
migration and by recent rt^ceipts of cat- 
tle, but it is neverthelcsg an unenviable 
condition still. The supplies ingoing 
that had reached the Yukon end of the 
Ualton trail by the tirat of tlie jjreserit 
month will probably get through — but 
no more. Tlie snow lies live feet deep 
already for 150 miles or more, and ia as 
yet too feathery to permit of even enow- 
6hoe travel. 

Mr. and Mrs. George Bounds, Man rice 
Rosenstein and F. J. Dtremstroni were 
others who came through b\r the Dalton 
route and the Oity oi Seattle. Tliey ail 
have plenty oi money, and while deulin- 
iug even to approsimate their own for- 
tunes, say that the individual holdings 
of those who came down and are on ttie 
way — ihis applying of coiiree only to tlu! 
mining men — varv between $'20,000 and

AND KOW IT IS COOK'S INLET. 

Fortunate Miners With Their Gold Keach 
Victoria on the " Clt;^ of Topelca." 

Not all thp. goldthttt is coining down 
from the North has been taken out of 
the Upper Yukon, for the steamer City 
of Topeka, which reached Victoria yes- 
terday from Alaska, had aboard over 
$200,000 in ^HSiJind, nuggeta that had 



been taken from the Cook's Inlet mines. 

The majority of the two Imndred or so 
passengers aboard were returning from 
iSkagway and Dyea to spend the winter 
Soutli, or to abandon in disgust their at- 
tempts to cross the paesea into the gold 
country. A few more were on their way 
bick from the Klondyke with gold, and 
there were some twenty.five men from 
Cook's Inlet who were' all .well satisfied 
with their season's. work. 

Among the paaaengera was Mr. J. P. 
Hopkins, of San Francisco, Who has been 
managing and has a large interest in the 
big hydraulic mines of the Aluvial Gold 
Mining Co., on the west side of the 
Scliuchim river, which runs into Cook's 
Inlet. Tlie company have 1,(100 acres of 
grounil, and are now iu rcitlinesa to be- 
gin washing dirt. 

"The mines at Cook's Inlet have all 
done well this year," Mr. Hopkina re- 
marked, " and I cau eay that 1 am con- 
servatively within the estimate when I 
state that there ia at 4eaat ^'JOO.OOO 
aboard Ihis steamer that was taken out 
of Cook's Inlet thia season. _ 

"There is the Polly mine, for in- 
stance, on Mills creek." The live iiart- 
uers in that claim have cleared up .$100,- 

000 among them, and they are on their 
way down to Frisco now. 

" Then there are the Sneezer, Tatum, 
Stevenson and other mines that have 
had a good out-put, and the Ruby, 
Siuipaon and Holmes and Beatrice on 
Hear creek. These and others have ad- 
ded to the amount taken out and cer- 
tainly show that Cook's Inlet ia by no 
means played out." 

Another paaeenger on the Topeka was 
Harry Komnine, who had made his pile 
iu Dawson City and succeeded in getting 
out with twelve or thirteen others. I-io- 
maine was reticent aa to the amount he 
haid made, but another pasaenger, who 
hud met him at Juneau when he was 
having a good time on hia return from 
Dawson, states that Romaino had ^30,000 
ill Ilia satchel on the Topeka. Roniaiae 
says that there were 8,000 people still in 
Dawson and only food for a third of them. 
He looks forstarvation andgreatsuffering 
and remarked that with the large num- 
ber of people now on the road and the 
scarcity of supplies, the road to Dawson 
will bo found in the spring atrewn with 
dead men's bones, 

C. A. Brown was one of the men who 
landed in Victoria. He was from Cook's 
Inlet and had a sackful of gold that wa? 
jaat a comfortable load to carry 
otrtho whnif as ho w.ilked up town with 
a companion. Ho started by the Walla 
Walla last nitdit for San Francieco, He 
and the other Cook's Inletera reached 
Juneau by lueang of the Dora, arriving 
there jnat in time to catch the Topeka 
south. 

It ia wonderful to see how reticent the 
men become when asked as to the 
amount of gold they have with them. 
They seem, most of them, afraid to state 
the amount probably for fear of the 
treasure getting wings before they can 
bank it safely. 

Among the men who disembarked 
liere having made all possible haste to 
esca])e from ll.iwson City fearing starva- 
tion, was John Picho, of Sudbury, (Jnt. 
I'lche 13 a bush ranger and timber esti- 
mator, carrying with him credentiale 
which bear eloquent teetimony to the 
many years of hardship and exposure he 
has sullered in the rigorous climate of 
some of the l*)astern provinces. He is not 
a man likely to he deterred from the 
working of two proUtable digKinga 
which were yielding well, but, he 
says, "death stared us in the face," 

Up to the time of his leaving Dawson 
Mr. Piche says only two boats, the 
Healy and the Margaret, had arrived, 
and the latter came there with but half 
her load, having been compelled to dis- 
charge half owing to there not being 
eullicient dept h of water to enable her to 
reach lier destination with more than 
she brought. It was inteniled that the 
Maii;arel .'should return to when; ahe 
had lightered, hut it was unlikely ahe 
wDUlii be able to bring more than half of 
A hat was there, the river being that 
time so shallow. 

^Ir. Piche fully contirms the worst ac- 
counts of the certainty of famine and 
pestilence, and with Ida four men he 
left Dawson on September 7, coming out 
over llie Dalton trail, having barely 
enough provisions to carry the party to 
llaiues' Lamiun:. He says the trail ia 
H-oO miles long from the coast to Five 
I' luger Kapids, hut that for anyone driv- 
ing cattle in about July Ist it ia cvery- 
ihing that is desirable. As a way out of 
the Yukon it ia, in his opinion, the best, 

1 lilt as a means of ingress, except for 
driven stock, coniparea unfavoraldy 
with the Dlhera which oiler better f:u;il- 
itii':* lor river I raiiaportatiou. 

15oulder creek ia the one upon which 
the I'iche party were working, and 
thither tliey •\[ 1 return (but with an un- 
limited piipply of proviaiuna) in the 
spring. JJiiulder creek is rich, lint .Mr. 
I'iche aiiya all the creeka are, and none 
oi tlie cbliniales yet published of the 
pisaible yield of that country have in 
nis opinion exceeded, nor even reached, 
what the real output will bo.

Pat Galvln and His Big Nugget the Centre 
of Attraction on the " Rosalie." 

Pat Galvin anil hia big Klondyke nug- 
get were the centre of attraction on the 
aieamer Rosalie, just returned from tiie 
North, whii h (lahaeil Victoria without 
calling and reached the Sound early 
Siuidav 111(11 iiirig. Mr. Galvin is one of 
the Kl()inl_\ ke kinga, and hia nugiet in 
qiii-sl ion i.-i one of tlie faiiioiia hiinps of 
viigin gold yet accuied in that famous 
remiiii, wcirlh by weight just lt'885. 
I'lii! owner of this treasure, with Mrs. 
Galvin, Jiiliu F. Malouey, attorney for 
the Tread well Co., and Frank Hack, 
formed part of the little company of lif- 
teeu that has just returned from Dawson 
over the Dalton trail and reached Jmieau 
on the lirst of the present month. 

From lifieen to thirty railliona is Mr. 
Galviu's estiiuaie of the gold production 
of the Kl'iiul) ko country for the present 
year When ho left Dawaon on the liOth 
An;;n8t the prospect of abort rations for 
thia winter had merged into a certainty, 
although it waa not anticipated that 
tliere would be any actual starvation. 
He cuiiin uiit. with hia companions by 
way of the iip-ilver stennier Kuokok 
which laiiiled him fifteen niilea above the 
Pelley river, and horses over the Dalton 
trail. 

Hunker and Gold Bottom creeks will, 
in Mr. Galvin's opinion, equal if notsur- 
paea in richness either the Bonanza or 
ttio Eldorado. Uunker is particularly 
promising, claim 33 being regarded aa 
the superlatively best proposition in all 
the Upper Yukon country. Claim 32

Ag to the banner claim of this district, 
Mr. Galvin does not object to hazarding 
an opinion. It will be Alexander Mc- 
Donald's property, he says, and it will, 
if hia mining exparienco enables him to 
judiie, yield three to four millions this 
year, and from fifteen to thirty millions 
before working it ceaBes to bo profitable. 

Mr. Galvin's own claim is 35 Bonanza, 
another great property, from which it is 
Baid he haa already realized a cool mil- 
lion. 

■• The best news I can give you, and 
that will I fancy ho appreciated by the 
people of the city, is the fact that in all 
DUman probability the Cameron party, 
■with a hundred head of cattle, have 
safely reached Uaweon City ere this." 
Thus spoke Mr. K. 3. Smith, one of the 
returned Klondykers at the Dominion 
hotel last night. Tlie party with 
which Mr. Smith was, met the 
Cameron party at Fort Selkirk on 
September 12, when they were making 
ready their rafts to lloat the cattle down 
to the relief ot the iiungry Dawsonians, 
Another party was aleo met at Fort Sel- 
kirk, the .lack Dalton party, with a hun- 
dred head of cattle. A band of six hun- 
dred head of Bbeep, in ebarge of a party 
from Montana, was also met, when the 
worst of their difl3culties were over and 
the end of their long journey in sight. 
Altogether, Mr. Smith says, nearly 400 
head of cattle and tiOO sheep have made 
Dawson since he left on September 7. 
But there are others who won't get 
through, and must die of starvation. 
Among them a large herd of cattle 
driven by a butcher from Juneau. 

One experience met with on the trail, 
the relation of which even yet causes 
laughter to Mr. Smith, was not so amus- 
ing at least to one of the participants. 
A pfrty of three men driving in a few 
cattle w.^re evidently divided amongst 
themselves, for one of them, taking ad- 
vantage of the temporary absence from 
camp uf his confreres, went to the tent, 
took the ahot-gUQ and rifi.e which eon* 
Btituted the only armament carried, 
broke the rifle, and with the 
shot-gun successfally held up the 
other men, insisting that he 
should be allowed to proceed with one 
ox and a horse " that wasn't his'n " and 
dared the rightful owner to approach 
nearer than fifty yards at bis peril. The 
Smith party met the successful, but 
morally deficient desperado, calmly 
ploddina along with his ill-gotten live- 
stock, and the rightful owner following 
as closely behind as safety would allow ; 
and in this unsociable order it is prob- 
able they are still proceeding. 

Mr. Smith says that one noticeable 
and regretablo thing was the crowds of 
inexperienced, but all-knowing men met 
■with heading for the' gold-fields — men 
■whose ignorance of the dangera before 
them waa only equalled by their unwil- 
lingnesa to listen to advice, or to give 
credit to otbera for having any know- 
ledge. 

As to the dangers of starvation Mr. 
Smith speaks more hopefully than some 
others who came from Dawson at the 
same lime. He says there is lota of 
" grub " piled up in the warehouses, but 
it is a'l on order. If, however, the 
shortage becomes so marked as to 
threaten death, Mr. Smith, speaking per- 
haps out of the depths of his own gener- 
ous heart, saye, the more fortunate own- 
ers must "divvy" up all around. But, 
as he admits, they may not do it. 

Aaked his opinion ag to the Dalton 
trail, Mr. Smith says it will never be 
popular as a mems of getting into the 
Yukon country except for those who are 
driving cattle, and they must start not 
later than June or July or diaaater will 
overtake them. 

" it ia a rough trip, there are lots of 
hardships, but there is gold there, and 
I am going back again in the spring," 
was the summing up of this one of the 
men who haye returned to civilization 
and plenty for the winter rather than 
face the dangers of a slow death by 
starvation. 

II. Keuebal, of Seattle, who returned 
yesterday from Dyea and Skagway, eays 
that both trails leading thence are now 
blocked with snow and the winter will 
prove a terrible one for those wlio are at 
the gateways of the passes as well as for 
the unfortunates caught on the trails. 
He has been engaged with a number of 
aaaociates in placing a cable over the 
Cbilcoit for a Juneau company, who 
will be right in I'ne for the handliiog of 
freights when the spring rush comes. 
Mr, Kenebal says that fully oCO 
men are encamped for the winter 
at Lake Lindeman, and 300 or 
more at Lake ISennutt. They have had 
time to cut timber and build fairly 
wai'm lints, so they do not anticipate 
serious hardships during the winter, and 
will be ready to push on at the advent 
of spring. A number of men are also 
encamned at Pleasant Point, to which 
since the great landslide a considerable 
portion of the population of Sheep Camp 
have removed. 

W. J. Jeflfree and Joe Casey are two 
Victorians who returned Sunday from 
Skagway. The former reporta the Car- 
mody party at Lake Bennett ready to 
start down the river, and the Behnaen 
party aieo at the lakes with their goods. 
Ill r. Casey says that Wyatt Earp, who 
with his wife also came down Sunday, 
will inirchaee a Bawinill outfit and with 
it return immediately to the North, pre- 
pared to reap hia fortune in the spring. 

Di Yik and Kune Hi, the Chinese who 
returned by the Seattle, are for the 
present guests of Tai Yuen it Co., Gov- 
ernment street. They have been work- 
ing on the abandoned diggings on Deapo 
and ftlcUame'a creeks during eighteen 
years past, and have $18,000 as a reward 
of their patient industry. This they 
consider quite sufficient, and they are 
now ready to return to Ohina and there 
enjoy the remainder of their days. 

•One of the Eugene-Briatol's belated 
paaeengera who left here by the Rosalie 
some weeks ago was a Mr. Knight. He 
returntd on Sunday by the City of Se- 
attle and states that only two of his com- 
panions are pushing their way in by the 
Stlckeen trail, the others having return- 
ed to W'rangel.

THE YUKON TRADE. 

Vice-President Shaughnessy, of the 
Canadian Pacifio, has stated publicly 
that it is the intention of that company 
to put on a line of steamers from Victoria 
to a point North, probably the Stickeen 
The importance of this announcement 
will not be questioned. That the com 
pany will make this city the starting 
point of any service to the North ia to be 
expected. No other place on the coast 
ia so well adapted as a centering point 
for Yukon travel over the Great North- 
ern, the Northern Pacific and the rail- 
ways entering San Francisco. It is bC' 
coming every day more apparent that 
the ijreat outfltting trade will be done in 
British Columbia. If the suggested re- 
guliUions aa to minera' licenaea 
adopted by the Dominion governmen 
all intending miners will come to British 
Golambia cities. We repeat what we 
said some days ago as to the adviaability 
of Victoria, Vancouver and the G. F. R 
acting in harmony in advertising. 



TEE NEW WEST- 
MINSTER CATECHISM. 

With all respect to our Liberal friends 
we cannot congratulate them upon their 
platform, as prepared by the New West 
minster convention. Whatever may be 
tiiQ truth in regard to what is called 
" Liberalism," it cannot be denied that 
tbe Liberal party in Canada is an ex 
ceedingly powerful combination, or that 
it is attemptinjE to grapple with great 
problems. The leading newspaper of 
the party, the Toronto Globe, very 
properly pleads for a higher standard in 
political diaciisaion, for higher aims by 
political leaders, for broader views 
public life. When, therefore, we read 
the outlines of tbe forthcoming platform 
v/hich the Liberal party m this province 
is cKpected to adopt, and find it con- 
fined to trumpery matters worthy 
Little Pedlington, without the aflirma 
tion of a single proposition oi a nationa 
character, we are forced to the conclu- 
sion that if this is Liberalism in British 
Columbia it is a brand of the article 
which will not commend itself to the 
Liberals in the East. 

According to the published draft, the 
first plank in tbe new platform, tbe first 
question in this New Westminster cate- 
chiam to which all Liberals must an- 
swer " Yes," is based upon opposition 
to Hon. Mr. Turner and his government. 
This was probably inserted to satisfy 
such Liberals as Mr. O'liara, of Ash 
croft, who exclaimed at the convention : 
'• We denounce Mr. Turner and his gov 
eminent. That's quite enough plattorni 
to light on." We venture to say that 
thousands of IJritish Columbians will not 
be willing to see their party prostituted 
in this manner. 

The second plank favors a fair system 
of redistribution. This is a needless 
proposition. It implies that some other 
party proposes either to make the 
present distribution of representation 
Unal, or else a redistribution scheme 
that is unfair. If any political party in 
British Oolnmbia or any political lead 
era entertain such notions, we have yet 
to learn the fact. 

Government ownership of railways is 
advocated, and the policy of aiding rail- 
ways by cash and land subsidies are con- 
demned. We shall have more to eay 
about this when we see the exnct 
phraseology of the platform. At pres- 
ent it looks like a reactionary declara- 
tion, one addressed by demagogues to 
the prejudices of the people. 

A plank declares that land should only 
bo given to actual settlors. In the main 
this idea ia that entertained by ninety- 
nine per cent, of the people of the Pro- 
vince, except in regard to railway sub- 
fildies. ' 
The Torrens system of land titlea can- 



now in any senB^ a political qnes lion, 
although, of coqrse, like any other which 

can be suggested, it vaay be made one. 
It is a subject which not one man in five 
of those who talk about it really under- 
ataiida. It is chiedy used for demagogic 
purpoaea, and ia not half as great a 
grievance as it is made out to be. The 
OoLOXisT would be very jrlad if the gov- 
ernment can see its way clear to abolish 
the tax, and disiiover some other way of 
raising the revenue thus sacrificed, but 
more because the imposition of the tax 
raises a false issue in politics than be- 
cause it is unfair in principle. 

A declaration about the names of 
ministers being used in connection with 
buaincES corporations ia twaddle in a 
political platform. 

The demand for a reformation in tbe 
civil service is little more than an ex- 
cuse for parcelling out the offices among 
the friends of the opposition in case of a 
victory at the polls next year. There 
are no civil service abuses in British 
Columbia. 

The sale of timber liiuita to the high- 
est bidder and only when actually needed 
for manufacturing purpoaea ia wrong in 
principle, for it proposes that before a 
person can get timber lands to use in 
connection with a factory, he mast 
make hia intention public and therefore 
put himeolf at the mercy of every black- 
mailer who may chooao to bid against 
him, Without this (lualiljcatiou we 
would endorse the proposal. 

Forestry preservation and restoration 
are very good things, but the people ol 
British Columbia will hardly divide 
into hostile political camps over them 
Roynl commissions to investigate the 
manner in which the land laws are 
administered are amoni; the things 
demanded. There ia nothing to war 
rant such a plank, If there were, it ii 
inconceivable that seesiou after session 
could pass without a motion being made 
in the house for each a commisaion. We 
therefore style this plank the production 
of a detnaROcue. 

The desirability of legislation to pre 
venting the locking up of large areas of 
wild land will be admitted. This is one 
of those questions which have lately 
forced themselves to the front. It ia 
chiefly of local interest, but will, we 
think, have to be dealt with. 

The other three planks, one condemn 
ing sectional issues, the other declaring 
for the taxation of coal, and the third 
favoring non-sectarian education call for 
no special comment. Everyone favors 
the first and the last. The second ia in- 
tended as a aectiorral appeal to Koote- 
nay. 

yuch is the platform which the Lib 
erals of British Columbia, assembled at 
a convention for organization as a branch 
of the great Liberal party of Canada, 
have seen fit to adopt. Tnia is " Lib- 
eralism " up to date. This is the poli- 
tical provender which is supposed to 
satisfy a party, whose leaders, 
in the only arena where the 
party has a recognized status, 
are endeavoring, as they beat know how, 
to develop Canadian nationality, to 
build up Canadian industry, to elevate 
Canadian politics. It is a poor me^s, 
but it is quite worthy of the people who 
are responsible for it, 



STOCK RAISING ON THE 

LO yVEJi ERASER. 

There is no part of Canada, and per- 
haps no part of the world, better adap- 
ted for the growth of hay and roots than 
the lower portion of the Fragor valley ; 
or, say, from Aggaaai/. to the sea. The 
grasses, which flourisli here, are of the 
be;Bt quality ; the roots grown are lanie 
and tbe yield to the acre enormous. The 
winter is short and the period when 
cattle can thrive out of doors is long. 
These are the conditions which make a 
district eapecially adapted to the pro- 
duction of beef cattle, and this ought to 
be a principal feature of the business of 
the farmers. By this it ia not meant 
that tbe production of fat cattle should 
be carried on simply in a caaual way, 
but that it should become the principal 
fe:tture of the district. Tiiero ia a home 
market for all that can be produced. 

On this last point an obaervntion may 
be made. Complainta are frequent that 
there ia no market for this, that or tbe 
other kind of farm produce, when in 
many cases the real truth ia that there 
is no produce to market. Uiileaa a dia- 
trict 3upi)lies enough of any particnhir 
line to make it an object for purchasers 
to go there to get it, and unless tbo sup- 
ply ia sufficiently steady to be reckoned 
upon in making busineaa calculationa, 
the market will always be fitful and 
precacioua ; but let a district once estab- 
ish a reputation for the steady supply 
of a good line of farm produce and pur- 
chasers will make their plana according- 
ly. Transportation facilities will then 
follow as a matter of course, 

In British Columbia the beef market 
will probably for yeara to come be prin- 
cipally supplied by range cattle; but 
there is a time each year when the 
quality of this stock falls too low to be 
marketable, and then importations are 
necessary. Last spring beef was bought 
n Montreal for the Victoria market, 
and this is quite a common thing, 
Probably 4he .farmers of the Lower 
Fra'idr conld not liope to compete with 



Before this line of business can be auc- 
cesafnlly prosecuted it is neceeaary that 
better stock should be introduced into 
the district. This can only he done by 
a systematic plan, and to adopt such a 
plan it is necessary that the farmera 
should co-operate. We believe, also, 
that government assistance should be 
given. Late New Brunswick papers 
spelik of an importation of young pure 
bred stock by the government, and the 
papers of both sides of politioa say that 
the sale was very successful. This makes 
the sixth importation of this kind made 
in tbe laat twelve years, and possibly in 
the laat forty years there have been fif- 
teen or twenty. These have resulted in 
the maintenance of so high a standard ol 
stock that in a province where cattle 
must be ted in stables six months a year, 
and beef in the winter eells by the quar- 
ter at 3 and 5 cents a pound, it ia found 
to pay to raise beef cattle. In tbe State 
of Maine, where the conditions for cattle 
raiaing are much less favorable than in 
British Columbia, the raising ol beef 
cattle is one of the leading agricultural 
industries. The herds which the great 
cattlu raising firm of BodwelKt Burleigh 
uaed to exhibit at New England fairs, 
and which their succeasora still exhibit, 
were remarkable for early maturity and 
high quality. This firm made it a rule 
never to keep a steer a day longer than 
ho could be kept gaining in lleali, In 
the State of Maine, aa in the Province 
of Ontario, government aid ia not neces 
sary, because there are plenty of well 
to-do farmers with established herds 
but in Britiah Columbia aa in New 
Brunswick the farmine; commnnitles 
are not sufficiently compact, and loo 
few individuals maintain herds of 
pure bred animala to render 
public asaistanco saperlative. We 
hope, therefore, to ego Farmers' Insti- 
tutes formed in the Lower Fraser valley 
with thei'xjjress object of promoting cat- 
tle raising, and to find in the next pro- 
vincial estimates a sum for the purchase 
of pure bred sires to be aold to the insti 
tutes for the use of members, and of pure 
bred heifers to be sold outright to mem 
hers of the institutes. 

Too much stress cannot be laid upon 
the advantage oi having pure-bred stock. 
It may be explained that the word 
"thoroughbred" is not properly applied 
to any animals but horses which are rej;- 
istered or may be entitled to registry in 
the English or American racing stud 
book. There ia no such thing as a 
thoroughbred Clydesdale horse, or Short- 
horn bull, or Southdown aheep. The 
pure-bred stocks are the result of careful 
selection and breeding of animals typi- 
cal of a certain class. The Jersey, for 
example, is the product of careful breed- 
ing under the peculiar conditions exist- 
ing in the island of that name, and so 
strong have its characteriatics become 
that they are marked in animals having 
very little of the Jersey blood in them 
and bred under conditions far different 
from those existing in their original hab- 
itat. This is true of other stock, but not 
in the same degree, much depending up- 
on the antiquity of the breed. Thus the 
qualities oi the Ayrshire will show them- 
selves ia remote out-crosaes, for this is 
an ancient breed; bnt the Shorthorns, 
the Hereforda, the Red Polls, the Polled 
Angus are comparatively modern, their 
characteristics are not so strongly in 
bred, and therefore it is neceaaary to 
atrenutben the herds with now purebred 
stock in order that they may be at their 
best. We incline to the idea that for 
the Lower Fraaer valley the Shorthorn, 
or Durham, is the best breed of cattle. 
They are f.iir milkers and they are ex- 
ceptionally good beef animals.

gret at his demise by accompanying the 
sorrowing family to the city of the dead. 
The late Mr. Erb, while best known per- 
haps in his cap.icity oi an upright busi- 
ness man, was also prominently identi- 
fied with the work of several of the 
benevolent societies, and the funeral 
was accordingly taken charge of by his 
brethren of the I.O.O.F., while the 
members of the Ancient Order of Fores- 
ters and the British Columbia Pioneers 
also turned out in unusual numbers. 

At, St. Andrew's church, where the 
cortege halted en route to the cemetery, 
the pulpit, organ, choir screens and pew 
of the deceased wore draped in black, 
and iniprosaive services were conducted 
by tho pastor. Rev. W, l^eslio Clay, 
while .Mr. Burnett at the organ, and the 
choir of the church assisted in tho ser- 
vice, the former playing Cliopin's funoi al 
march as a nrelude to the exenn?P9, and 
llaiulera Dead ?ilarch, ujion their con- 
cliisicui. At the graveside the services 
were liikon charge oi by Columbia lodire, 
No. 2, LOCF"., Rev. W. D.Barber, the 
lodge chaplain, officiating. The pall- 
bearers were Messrs. J. A. Graham, H. 
K. Prior, A. W. Jones, J. H. Todd, 
Joseph Wilson, J. H. Lawson, E. M. 
Johnson and H. B. W. Aikman. 

The late Mr. Erb's career is one which 
young men may study with profit. He 
was born in Fulda, Prussia, in 1835, and 
made hU home in his native town until 
he reached the age ot sixteen, when he 
removed to Bavaria. Thus early in life 
ho had solved the great problem of boy- 
hood as to hia calling in life, and had de- 
cided to embark in the brewery busi- 
ness. Ho accordingly determined to fa- 
miliarize liimaelf with its requirements 
from the ground up, and for thia pur- 
pose beciimo a student at Liebig's col- 
lege in iMunicli, and theje perfected liia 
knowledt;e of the theory of brewing, 

Practicai experience he afterwards ob- 
tained in the largest breweries of Bav- 
aria, Austria and Hungary. His liret 
independent business .e<periencB waa 
gained as manager of a large brewery 
eatablishinent in Warsaw, and after- 
wards he filled similar positions in Con- 
stantinople and Bucharest (Roumania), 
before making up his mind to try hie 
fortunes in America, and coming to this 
continent to assume the control of one 
of the largest brewing concerns of New 
York. San Francieiio next claimed him 
as a reaident and representative busi- 
ness man, and after becoming accus- 
tomed to western conditions as prevail- 
ing in California during the golden 
years, he came north to this province 
with tlie followers of geld. 

At the time of the Big Bend excite- 
ment the late Mr. I'.rh waa in Lillooet, 
the proprietor of a ttiriving business in 
Seymour City, at tho head of Shuswap 
lake. Then Cariboo became the cry, 
and Mr. Erb followed the throng and 
established iiimself in Barkerville, 
where he remained until the procession 
of gold-seekers passed on to Mosquito 
creek — hia brewery being a feature of 
the industry of tfiat place, where its 
proprietor remained until the mines 
were deserted by the miners on the con- 
clusion that they had been worked out. 

Then Mr. Erb came hero in 1S70, and 
associating himself in partnership with 
Mr. Joseph Loewen, acquired the 
brewery interests of Vogel, Loeriz A 
Himmen, whose brewery the lirm of 
Loewen & Erb continued to operate un- 
til the formation of the Victoria Brewery 
Company, and its absorption of other 
interests a few years later as tho Vic- 
toria- Pboeni.'C Brewing Co., in which 
Mr. Erb at the time of hia disease held 
large intereata, and of which he was 
vice-preaident. 

A skilful business man, Mr. Erb was 
also during his long career a model uf 
commercial integrity, according to the 
tcatimony of all >\ ho have had dealings 
with him. His word was good when- 
ever giveoj and his liberality was as gen- 
erous as his heart was large. For sev- 
eral years past his health had been 
gradually[failing, and, forewarned by his 
medical advieers, their bereavement did 
not come all unexpectedly to the sur- 
viving family. It iiicludea the widow, 
two sons and two daughters, one of the 
latter being Mrs. Joseph Wilson of thia 
city.

May Profit Through the Pro- 
posed Institutes. 



Experience of Ontario and Other 
Places a Guide in Local 
Organization, 



For the paat ten or twelve yeara great 
progress luia been miide in the ori»anii;a- 
tion of Farmers' Inatitutes in some of 
the Eastern provinces of Canada, and in 
the best agrieultnral states in the Onion 
south of us. They have gradually in- 
creased in numbers and importance un- 
til in such provinces sis Ontario they 
have beuomu tlio most progressive agri- 
cultural organization known a't the pre- 
eeiit time. 

Much difficulty was oxperieneed for a 
few years in securing a firm footing in 
Ontario. FarmerB were at first disposeti 
to think they were a political institution 
to be used in the interest of the pai ly 
which first attempted their organization, 
but as time passed political prejudice 
gradually died, receiving its death blow 
in 1895, when the Liberal minister of 
agriculture, Hon. John Dryden, appoint- 
ed Mr. F. VV. Hodson, a leading Conser- 
vative, as superintendent of the organi- 
zation. Mr. Hoilson was chosen as the 
most Buitablc man for the j)oaition irre- 
spective of creed or party. 

Previous to 18i)o tlie work was under 
tlie supervision of President Mills of the 
Ontario Agriciilturiil College, to whom ia 
due a great lueaaure of the snccoaa wliiidi 
the Institutes have liad in Ontario. He 
and Profeasor Piuiton of the si'.me insti- 
tution held their ihst twelve meetings 
in 1885; since then the annual growth 
has been remarkable. In 18S0, 20 meet- 
ings were held, in 1887, 40; in 1888, CO; 
in 1889, 60; in 1890 , 75; in 1891, 95; in 
1893,112; in 1893, Llii; in 1894, 113; in 
1895, 303; in 1S'J5, GOO meetings were 
held, and many reijueiitB for assistance 
were received which could not be 
granted. 

In 1895 there was an attendance of 

11,033 at the various eeaeiona of the 303 
nieelings held uiuler the auspices of the 
loual institutes, In the year ending 
June, ISllO. tlie attendance was 102, -101, 
while in 1807 there has been during the 
expired time a much larger attendance 
than in any previous year during the 
same period. The number of (japers 
read and uddresees delivered in 1890 was 
2,037. These figures show the impor- 
tauce and mngnitude of institute work 
in Ontario. 

Oli.IKCTS OF INSTITUTKS. 

The objects of Farmers' Institutes, as 
stated in the act respecting the estab- 
lisbmenc of Farmers' Institutes in the 
province of British Columbia, recently 
parsed by the legislature of this pro- 
viucu, dissemination of information in 
rei;ard to agricatture, horticulture, ar- 
boriculture, manufacture and the useful 
arts : 

(a) By holding meetings for the dis- 
cuss-ion of and bearing lectures on Bub- 
je.'ts in conneetion with the theory and 
praetii-e of improved husbandry or other 
industrial purpose. 

(bj By protnoting the circulation of 
agricultural, horticultural, arboricul- 
tural,and meclianical periodicals. 

(c) By importing and otherwise pro- 
curing and distributing seeds, plants and 
animals of new and valuable kinds. 

(d) By offering prizes for essays and 
questions of eeientltic inquiries relating 
to agriculture, horticulture, arboricul- 
ture, m ami factures and the useful arte. 

(e) For dissemitiating information re- 
garding agriculture. 

(f) By CO o|)eration for carrying on any 
industry, or for any purpose related to 
agriculture witliin the district as pro- 
vided for in the act. 

All institutes oruani/.ed under the act 
shall be strictly non-parti/.an and non- 
aeclarian, and no institute shall operate 
in the direct interest of any party, sect 
or society, but for the equal good of all 
citizens of the farming community, and 
no eubject shall bo presented at any in- 
stitute or any discusaion allowed of a po- 
litical or sectarian nature, nor shall any 
speaker be allowed in his lecture, essay 
or speech, or in any discussion, to adver- 
tieesharesor schemea in which he has a 
direct or indirect pecuniary interest. 

Ol-FICEItS OF I.Ot'AI. I.N.STITL'TES. 

The officers shall consist of a pteni 
dent, vice-president, eeeretary-treasurer 
and a board of directors. There shall he 
one director for every ten members up 
to fifty, the nunibdr of directors, how- 
ever, in no case to exceed live until the 
niemberahij) shall reach one liundred, 
after which there may be an additional 
director for every additional twenty 
members. All oflicers except the secre- 
tary treasurer are elected by ballot and 
remain in ofHce for one year. The offi- 
cers and directors elect from among 
themselves after the annual meeting, 
and when afterwards necessary, a secre- 
tarydreasurer, who shall remain in 
oHlce during pleasure. 

The duties of each oflicer is stated 
minutely in the rnlea and regulations in 
the Farmers' Institutes and Oo-opera- 
tion Act, 1897, a copy of which will be 
supplied to all officers of each institute. 
The eeeretary-treasurer ia supplied by 
the superintendent with necessary books 
for recording the proceedings of each in- 
stitute and making his annual report. 

COVICnNMKNT All) TO INSTITUTKS. 

The legislative asaembly may each 
year set apart a certain sum of money for 
aiding Farmers' Institutes, whose re- 
turns have been transmitted, and who 
liave complied with the provisions of the 
act and rules and regulations that may 
be passed by the Lieutenant-Governor in 
council, to each institute whoao mem- 
bership is shown to amonl to from fif- 
teen to one hundred, a sum of fifty cents 
for each jiaid up member, up to one hun- 
dred, and twenty-five cents for each paid 
up member over one hundred, will bo 
allowed. Provided that in case the 
amount so voted or set apart shall not 
be auflicient to cover the total amount of 
apportionment in this manner, then tiio 
apportionment shall bo made pro rata 
on theeame basis. 

The council of any municipality may 
grant money in aid of any duly organ- 
ised Farmers' Institute. 
, The expenaea of delegates to two regu- 
lar meetings in each institute district 
will be paid by the legislature, but the 
officers and,, directors are expected to' 



lighten, as far as possible, the expecBeB 
of delegates while in their diatricts, 

Should any institute ask for any sup- 
plementiiry meetings during any time of 
the year, application may be made to 
the superintendent, who will provide 
speakers, but the institute shall pay all 
legitimate expenses '.of- snch' persons 
while attending said meetings. 

CONDITtONS ON WHICH LKCilSLATIVK AID 
TO UK GUANTICD. 

Every Farmers' Institute shall be en- 
titled to receive the moneys provided by 
the act, from the treasury of the prov- 
ince, upon the following conditions: 

(a) That the number of members is at 
least fifteen, each paying an annual fee 
of fifty cents. 

(b) Thati the provisions of the^ct, and 
the rules and regulations approved by the 
Lieutenant-Governor-in-council, shall 
have been carefully observed. 

(c) That all reports or returns required 
to be made under the provisions of the 
act shall have been received to the aatia- 
iaction of the Provincial Secretary. 

(d) Tliat at least one regular meetinir 
i\m\ one supplementary meeting shall 
be held (luring the year. 

During the next three months meet- 
ings will bo held in the dillereut insti- 
tute districts of the province, where a 
full exphmatioif will be given of the or- 
uaiii/ation and Buccessful working of 
Farmers' Institutes in different parts of 
America. The institutes of tbis province 
will be established on a basis similar to 
those of Ontario, with any necessary 
clianges to suit the conditions of British 
Columbia. 

When the meetings are held it is 
earnestly requested that there be a 
large turnout of the farmers of each dis- 
trict. The institutes are principally for 
the purpose of brmging the rank and tile 
of the farmers into touch with the most 
successful local men, that tho inassi's 
ijiay become more conversant with the 
moat jirolitable methods of farming, 
stock-raising, dairying, fruit culture, antl 
all branches of business connected with 
industry of agriculture.

On Wednesday evening an informal 
meeting of a number of the citizens was 
held in the court bouse to again con- 
sider this matter. There were nearly 
fifty persons present, and the general 
concensus of opinion was that it would he 
in the true interests of Nanaimo to bring 
about an arraniienient with Messrs. 
Dunemuir A Sons whereby their coal 
might be shipped from this harbor. 
After some friendly discussion a number 
of the citizens were appointed to inter- 
view Mr. James Dunsmuir on this im- 
jiortant matter. 

By apjjointinent a meeting with Mr. 
Dunainuir took place at Wellington this 
afternoon. 

They were most courteously received, 
and after the object of the visit had been 
explained, Mr. Dunsmuir replied that 
he would give the matter hia earnest con- 
sideration, for he was fav(5rably im- 
pressed with the idea of shipping coal 
from Nanaimo, and that in a very few 
ilays at most, he would make them a 
delinite answer. 

.After a short friendly discuseion they 
returned to this city, feeling cuiilident 
that tho jiropoEal would meet with 
favorable consideration from Mr. Duns- 
muir.

To THE Editor: — At the requeat of a 
number of friends I send the iollowing 
for publication : 

The diflerent species of grouee found 
in the province, the diflerent names by 
which each species is known and thediu- 
tribution. Eleven species of grouse are 
liuowu to ocuur in British Columbia. 
These are ! 

(1) Sooty grouse, better linown aa 
" blue grouse," J)engragapus ohscitrus 
/uUgeHosus. DiBtribution — Weat of and 
including the Cascade mountains, V^i,. 
couver island and all tlie largei: ialauda 
ofjthe culf, 

(2) Richardson's grougo, £), oliscums 
richnnhonii) known also aa " blue 
Rrouae," " mountain grouse." Distribu- 
tion — East of the Cascades, south to the 
boundary lino, nortli to Cariboo. 

(8) Franklin's; grouae, D. jraiiklini, 
known also aa " fool hen," " " spruco 
partridge." Distribution — East of and 
including the Cascade mountains, south 
to the boundary line, north through the 
apruce belt to the northern boundary of 
the province. 

(4) Canadian ruflled grouee, Bonasa 
umhcllus tdtjata, known also aa " willow 
grouse." Diatribution— East of the Cas- 
cades only, 

(.")) Gray ruflled grouse, 1>. umhtUx 
umbellnides. Distribution — From Soda 
Creek north to the Roctcy Mountains 
and south along the Rocky Mountains to 
the boundary line. 

(G) Oregon ruiretl grouae, B. timbeUtis 
sabeiii, Ivnownalsu aa " willow grouse," 
" rufled grouse." Distribation — West 
of the Cascades, including Vancouver 
island and all the larger islands of the 
gulf. This is the common grouse of the 
coast and ranges as far north as Alaska 

(7) Willow ptarmigan, Lagupus la<i(j- 
piis. Known as " white grouse." Dis- 
tribation— I have only found this grouse 
at the bead of the Stiokeen river and in 
the neighborhood of Dease lake, Caeaiar. 
Its distribution in British Columbia is 
probably restricted to these localities. 

(8) Rock ptarmigan, Luiiopiis ruiica- 
Irit's. ''Black-tailed Ptarniignn." Dis- 
tribution — Summits of the mountain,? of 
the mainland from the Cascades to the 
coast, also Vancouver island. 

(9) White-tailed ptarmigan, L. len- 
rurus. " White grouee." Distribution 
— Mountains of the Cariboo district and 
north to Dease lake, Caasiar. 

(10.) Columbia sharp-tailed grouse, 
Pcdiocu les phasiaiiellus culumliiaiiiiti, al- 
so known aa "prairie chicken." Dis- 
tribution the dry open country east of 
the Cascade mountains." 

From Pavilion mountain along the 
Cariboo road to the 18Q-mile honee — the 
North Thompson — Vernon and Nicola 
used to be favored places for these birds. 

All the above species are reaidenta of 
the province and breed throughout their 
respective ranges. 

(11) .Sagegrouse, Cciilroc-rcuH uropliitn- 
i<iniia. Distribution — The southern psr- 
tion of the province east ol the Cascades, 
Osoyooe, where they probably breed, 
but is extremely rare, and may be con- 
sidered only aa an " accidental visitant."

ADVICE TO YUKON TRAVELLERS. 

To THE Editor: — Moatlv all news- 
papers are doing their utmost to pre- 
vent people going up the Yukon this 
autumn, by showing that starvation is 
sure to occur there. It is no doubt go d 
advice to give, but I believe there i 
danger ahead more threatening than the 
'ack of provisions at Dawson. This dan- 
ger lias been brought about by the greed 
or ignorance of some newspapers, and it 
should be the duty of the part of the 
press that is more honest and better in- 
formed, to try to prevent eotne of the 
catastrophes sure to happen. Towns 
lave been doing their utmost to show 
their advantage in position aa an outlit- 
ting point for partiea going to the 
Vukon. To prove their auperiority in 
position notliing has been neglected by 
them. In some cases they have drawn 
on their imagination to an extent al- 
most beyond belief. Attracted by the 
brilliant colors and by ile imaginary 
facts, in many instances partie^^ have 
been induced o undertake the jip by 
routes almost unknown. I"r(jrn Home of 
these parties we will hear sad laleH later 
on — rr.in, hardship, stiirvation, broken 
iDpes and death. The oi ea responsible 
or such results will be Ilie newspajjers 
:iiil y of ignorance of the geograpiiy of 
he country, but still giving advice right 
lul left, for the sake of bringing trade to 
their adverlisera. 

A paper from Ca'gary has published a 
special number showing up the dillerenl 
routes thought to be jjracticable from 
that towD. in a way it is well got up 
It would be hard to take any portion of 
the road and accuse the editor of telling 
an untruth; but the matter is painted 
in such a way that it makes the whole 
route appear very attraiilivo, when in 
reality in oiie (;aae there is no route at 
all, in a second case it is very doubtful 
if the route is possible, and in a third. 



though possible, the route is completely 
impracticable by its length and disad- 
vahtagea.; ,}& fJ.^^ vS^^- 

The road by the McKenzte to the 

Delta and acroBS to Yukon and up to 
Dawson is so far too long that few people 
would ever think of advocating it; be- 
sidea it is a difficult work to' get uver the 
Yukon watershed. Biit, after all, this 
route is possible. 

The route down the Mclvenzio to Fort 
Simpson and up the Liard and across to 
the head of Felly river is a very doubtful 
one to undertake. It cannot be done all 
the way by boats, and there is no road 
for horses. 

The supposed way from the Peace 
river, near St. John or Duuvegan across 
to the head of the Pelly, is nothing but 
a pure fraud. There is no such a road. 
I do not say that roads cannot be built, 
following the general directions mention- 
ed in that Calgary paper. It would be easy 
to do so, and probably there would be a 
groat deal to say in favor of a wagon 
road or ral'fO'^J following the last men- 
tioned route; but tlie Lct ie there is no | 
practicable road now. I adm'^' that it . 
maybe possible for a few good men to] 
get through tliat way. It is sure to be 
possible, but no one could tell how long | 
thoy would bo at it. When larpe parties 
Come from the East, not usad to travel- 
ling, loaded with supplies, it is a serious 
thing to undertake experiments and start 
on a discovery tour. The future will btiast. 
us some Btori«B of occnrrencea bo sad 
and so harrowing, that memory will not 
again forgot them. I dare cay ignorance 
has more to do than greed in such a 
case, but it is sinful to be ignorant and 
pretend to give advice. 

The government has sent a few moun- 
ted police to try the last named route, 
and also, men have been sent by the 
town of Calgary. Why not advise 
parties to wail for the return of tlieao? 

Some of the most appalling accidents 
have already happened in the past 
through that country. The Liard baa al- 
ready drowned whole expeditions, in one 
caae of IS experienced men, and nothing 
but their bleached bones were found to 
tell the tale. Aa far back as 1823 the 
records tell ua of how difficult travelling 
was in that region. From Hudson's 
Bay otBcers' reports, and moat of all 
from missionaries, we find out that all 
was not plain sailing over that portion 
of territory. 

The pame Calgary paper gives advices 
t~) prospectors about provisions which 
few experienced travellers will follow. 
However true, may be the deductions 
made by scientiata, that one grain of 
this or that substance is worth so many 
pounds of beef, bread, bacon or beans in 
nitrogen and other comp;inenta, the 
fact remains that in practice it does not 
work. When the writer was very much 
younger, one day, coing over a rough 
load with a heavy sack of provisions on 
his back, a dull hot day, the underbrush 
loaked with water, he thought how fool- 
ish it was to keep in ruts of ignorance, to 
follow the same old ways his forefathers 
had done in the 17th century, when dis- 
covering and laying out the maps of old 
Canada. After returning to civilization, 
he undertook a feverish study in chem- 
istry ; his table was littered with lists of 
chemical equivalents. For a long time 
his life was passed drinking in the works 
of Count iMumfurd, Baron Liebiz and a 
number of other German scientists. As 
a practical result, a trij) of one month 
was undertaken with a scientifically 
perfect outfit ; he would not tell you ex- 
actly what it was composed of now, 
but it was something like the follow- 
ing: 10 ounces of fluid beef, worth 
some 76 Iba. of beef, a few ounces of 
vegetables reduced under a fearful 
pressure and worth aa much as 20O lbs. 
of garden truck, half pound of some 
mysterious sausages made out of peas 
and many other components, some 
ounces of a mysterious compound of 
flour, grease and sausage meat made 
into cakes and called " German emer- 
gency rations," blocks of soup rejjre- 
aenting the nutriment from a carcase of 
beef, chocalate bonbons, lozenges, wheat 
extract, essence of coffee, alkalines of 
thea and a few graintj of trijile extract of 
malted beans or auch like stull'. The 
first and second day, tboUL'h very iiungry, 
He did not despiirof getting on witli his 
up-to-date food, the tliinl day weakness 
came, but still lie thought his stoinach 
would yet get used to that scientilic 
feeding; on the fourth day he had to 
stop, hia legs would not carry him any 
more, he took a day of rest and made a 
start on the fifth day, but it was of no 
uae. . . .' After very bitter reflec- 
tion, a pail was filled with the whole 
mesa mixed together, about twenty days 
of food, it was boiled for a while and 
partly eaten up. His dog, wiser than he, 
would not taste the mesa. Just then a

The Sne schooner Annie G. Moore, 
which left Victoria a month ago laden 
with hay and provisions for Skagway 
will never see Victoria again, for pbowHt 
burned to the water's edge when almost 
witiiin sight of her northern desi ination. 
Captain l''red llackett, Second iNIate 
.'^tafl'ord and one of the crow na::ied John 
Curren returned on tho Topeka yester- 
(hiy iiiul brought the newsoi the mifihaj). 

it WHS at iiiidniuht on October 1 
that Ciiptiiin Hacketc was awakened by 
a rush of smoku into bis cabin. Ho at 
once jumped up and alarmed the crew, 
but it was seen in a lew iiiiuuies thai 
it was hopeless to try to save 
the vessel, aa the whole interior 
seemed ablaze. The schooner was 
then some -10 miles from Skagway and 
a mile and a half from shore. There 
were ten men aboard, and the captain, 
when he paw the dangerous condition of 
bis ves?i-l, sent the crew ashore. He 
and th'' lirst mate remained until the 
boat c 'iiie hack for them, and the (!on- 
(liticui wf things became decidedly seri- 
ous I'lr awhile for those two men, as it 
seouicd every moment th.it the lower 
part of the mant would bo l)nrne( 
tlirough and tho whole of the spars luid 
rigging would crash down on the deck. 
However everyone was got safely away, 
and as Cii])tiiin Hackett aaid yesterday, 
ho was a very sad man aa he stood on 
the shore watching his vessel burn to 
the water's edge. 

" .She was too good a boat to go that 
way," he observed regretfully. 

Captain Hackett cannot account 
in any way for tho fire. It 
seemed to start in tho midst 
of the cargo and had evidently been 
smouldering for a few days before dis- 
covered. The captain's dog first scented 
the danger, for It was noticed lor a couple 
of days before the lire that ho was rest- 
less anil did not care to stop in the cabin, 
although usually only too glad to snooze 
there. 

Captain Iliickelt, after the accident, 
eeataboat towards .luneau to get as- 
sistanco and the little steamer Rustler, 
running botwobn Skagway and ,Tuneau, 
came to tho resouo. The moot of tho 
crew and first mate remained at.funeau, 
as they found empioymentreadily owing 
to the scarcity of men there, duo to the 
rush to the Klbndyke. 

The Annie 0. Moore belonged chiefly 
to Capt. Charles Hackett and was worth 
at least ijilO.OOO. She carried insurance 
of about .$7,500 ou the vessel and $2,.C)00 
on the cargo. This will not cover the 
loss by any means. The hay and sup- 
plies which formed tho cargo wore 
shipped by the Brackmau &. Ker Milling 
Co., of this city. 

The Annie C. Moore was one of tho 
bt'at known Victoria sealing schooners. 
She was built in Nova Scotia and joinetl 
tho Victoria sealing fleet in 1888, Capt. 
Charles Hackett .bringing her ' round 
from the Eastern coast.
